Iraq From 
Olympics 

Political dispute in Baghdad 
leads to the teams exclusion 

BAGHDAD I Just two weeks before the start 
of the Olympics, Iraq was told Thursday it’s 
not welcome in Beijing because of a politi- 
cal feud in Baghdad that angered the games’ 
guardians and exiled a country that arrived 
to a roaring ovation at the opening ceremony 
four years ago. 

The International Olympic Committee 
told Iraqi sports officials 
in a letter that it would 
uphold its ban imposed 
in June after the govern- 
ment in Baghdad replaced 
its national Olympic panel 
with members not recog- 
nized by the IOC. 

The IOC called the move 
an unacceptable govern- 
ment interference. 

In Iraq, it also smacked of the lingering 
sectarian bitterness between the new Shiite 
power brokers and the Sunnis who were once 
favored under Saddam Hussein — whose 
son, Odai, ran the nation’s Olympic com- 
mittee as a personal fiefdom. 

“We are very disappointed that the ath- 
letes have been so ill-served by their own 
government’s actions,” said IOC spokes- 
woman Giselle Davies. 

But Davies suggested there was still a pos- 
sibility for last-ditch talks to salvage Iraq’s 
place before the games open on Aug. 8. 

This year, at least seven Iraqi ath- 
letes were expected to compete in Beijing.

Mystery of Northern Lights Solved

NASA: Geomagnetic 
storms seem to cause 
dramatic movements 

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I Scientists 
have exposed some of the mystery 
behind the northern lights. 

On Thursday, NASA released 
findings that indicate magnetic 
explosions about one-third of the 
way to the moon cause the northern 
lights, or aurora borealis, to burst 
in spectacular shapes and colors, 
and dance across the sky. 

The findings should help scien- 
tists better understand the more 
powerful but less common geomag- 
netic storms that can knock out sat- 
ellites, harm astronauts in orbit and 
disrupt power and communications 
on Earth, scientists said. 

A fleet of five small satellites, 
called Themis, observed the begin- 
ning of a geomagnetic storm in Feb- 
ruary, while ground observatories 


in Canada and Alaska recorded the 
brightening of the northern lights. 
The southern lights — aurora aus- 


tralis — also brightened and dart- 
ed across the sky at the same time. 
These auroral flare-ups occur every 


two or three days, on average. 

A team led by University of Cali- 
fornia, Los Angeles, scientist Vassi- 
lis Angelopoulos confirmed that the 
observed storm about 80,000 miles 
from Earth was triggered by a phe- 
nomenon known as magnetic recon- 
nection. Every so often, the Earth’s 
magnetic field lines are stretched 
like rubber bands by solar energy, 
snap, are thrown back to Earth 
and reconnect, in effect creating a 
short circuit. 

It’s this stored-up energy that 
powers the northern and south- 
ern lights or, in other words, causes 
them to dance, according to Angelo- 
poulos. 

An opposing theory has these 
geomagnetic events occurring 
much closer to Earth, about 
one-sixth of the way to the moon. 
More Themis observations are 
needed to resolve the debate, said 
David Sibeck, NASA’s project sci- 
entist. MARCIA DUNN (AP) 


Study: Girls Close Gap on Math Tests 


Gender differenees

WASHINGTON I Sixteen years after 
Barbie dolls declared, “Math class 
is tough!,” girls are proving that 
when it comes to math, they are 
just as tough as boys. 

In the largest study of its kind. 


LEARNING CURVE 

The stereotype that boys are 
better at math has been fueled, 
in part, by suggestions of biolog- 
ical differences in learning. The 
idea is hotly disputed. 

Women are now earning 
48 percent of the undergraduate 
college degrees in math. 


girls measured up to boys in every 
grade, from second through 11th. 
The research was released Thurs- 
day in the journal Science. 

Parents and teachers persist 
in thinking boys are simply bet- 
ter at math, said Janet Hyde, the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison 
researcher who led the study. 

Hyde and her colleagues looked 
at annual math tests required by 


the No Child Left Behind educa- 
tion law in 2002. Ten states pro- 
vided enough statistical informa- 
tion to review test scores by gender, 
allowing researchers to compare 
the performances of more than 
7 million children. 

The researchers found no dif- 
ference in the scores of boys ver- 
sus girls — not even in high school. 
Studies 20 years ago showed girls 
and boys did equally well on math 
in elementary school, but girls fell 
behind in high school, (ap)

Okla. Steeple Raising Ends Tragically 


Crane holding church 
structure falls, killing 
79-year-old onlooker 

OKLAHOMA CITY I Church members 
watching the steeple being raised 
on their new building looked on in 
horror Thursday as a crane holding 
the structure toppled, crushing a car 
and killing an 79-year-old man who 
had been watching from inside the 
vehicle, firefighters said. 

The man’s 78-year-old wife, who 
was also in the car, was transported 
to a hospital and was in good condi- 
tion, ambulance officials said. 

A group of people had gathered 
in southwest Oklahoma City to 
watch the installation of the stee- 
ple when the crane collapsed in the 
parking lot, said Deputy Fire Chief 
Cecil Clay.

Grace Assembly of God Pastor 
Joe Hancock said the couple were 
longtime church members. 


“Just great people,” he said. “It’s 
just a huge loss.” 

Hancock said he was taking 


photos from the back of the church 
when he realized something had 
gone wrong. The crane started to 
tip when the steeple was about 10 
feet off the ground, he said. 

Caleb Fellenstein, the church’s 
youth minister, said the crane start- 
ed to lower the steeple just before 
the accident. 

“And then it just quickened,” he 
said. “The whole boom and the crane 
just flipped over. It was like a movie. 
It was like something unreal. 

“I was just standing there in dis- 
belief and panic.” 

There have been several deadly 
crane accidents across the country 
this year, including one in Houston 
last week that killed four workers 
and injured seven others. Crane- 
related deaths have also occurred 
in New York, Miami and Las Vegas.

Stocks Fall on Dour News 


Dow drops more than 
280 points on sharp 
decline in home sales 

NEW YORK I Wall Street abruptly 
ended an earnings-driven rally 
and closed sharply lower Thurs- 
day after a steeper-than-expected 
decline in existing home sales and 
worries about the financial sector 
chilled the market’s recent opti- 
mism. The major indexes fell about 
2 percent, including the Dow Jones 
industrial average, which lost more 
than 280 points. 

The National Association of 
Realtors said sales resumed their 
decline in June after a slight 
rebound in May. Existing-home 
sales declined by 2.6 percent in 
June, well beyond the 1 percent drop 
economists had forecast.

Investors punished shares of 
home builders and financial com- 
panies Thursday because both sec- 
tors have struggled. 

Alan Lancz, director at invest- 


ment research group LanczGlobal, 
said investors are concluding that 
while financials had been oversold 
in recent weeks and were due for 
a rebound, problems remain with 
tight credit and mortgage debt. 

“You have the rally, and you 
almost get the hangover now where 
you say, ‘You know, we’re not out of 
the woods yet,”’ he said. 

The Dow fell 283.10, or 
2.43 percent, to 11,349.28. It was 
the biggest decline for the Dow 
since June 26. 

The pullback erased the nearly 
170 points added in the two prior 
sessions. Last week, the Dow 
gained nearly 400 points. While 
some declines after the latest 
rally wouldn’t have come as a sur- 
prise, the drop Thursday revealed 
fresh unease about the economy.

Feds: Utah Mine Broke Safety Rules 


Official says collapse 
that killed 6 was not 
caused by earthquake 

PRICE, UTAH I The operator of a col- 
lapsed Utah mine violated safety 
protocols by cutting coal pillars 
that should have been left standing 
to prevent cave-ins, federal regula- 
tors said Thursday. 

The officials said a subsidiary of 
Ohio-based Murray Energy Corp. 
undermined other pillars by exca- 
vating coal from tunnel floors. They 
also faulted the company’s engi- 
neering firm, Agapito Associates 
Inc. of Grand Junction, Colo., for 


conducting a flawed evaluation of 
mining dangers. 

Murray Energy chief Bob 
Murray has insisted that taking 
down the pillars, 
a practice called 
retreat mining, 
had nothing to do 
with the collapse. 

He argued from 
the start that it 
was caused by an 
earthquake. 

MSHA chief Richard Stickler 
disputed that Thursday, instead 
blaming poor engineering. 

“First of all, it was not — and 
I’ll repeat not — a natural-occur- 


ring earthquake, but in fact it was 
a catastrophic outburst of the coal 
pillars that were used to support 
the ground above the coal seam,” 
Stickler said. 

The agency is fining Murray 
Energy $1.6 million and Agap- 
ito $220,000 for the disaster, he 
said. 

The Aug. 6 collapse trapped six 
miners, whose bodies haven’t been 
recovered. Three others were killed 
during a rescue attempt. 

MSHA said Murray Energy mis- 
led regulators about the dangers and 
violated its approved mining plan. 
The company said it was preparing 
a response, (ap)

BELGRADE, SERBIA | There were 
some small protests and brief 
flashes of rhetoric from hardline 
nationalists, but the arrest of war 
crimes suspect Radovan Karadzic 
this week revealed a Serbia that is 
increasingly tired of its brutal past 
and intent enjoining the Europe- 
an Union, a beacon of prosperity 
for most European countries that 
remain outside its borders. 

The passion and anger that drew 
100,000 people onto the streets of 
Belgrade when Kosovo declared 
independence in February, and led 
extremists to attack and set fire to 
the U.S. Embassy, was all but absent 
for Karadzic. 

On Thursday came another sign of 
the changing heart in Belgrade: Ser- 
bian ambassadors who were called 
home to protest the February decla- 
ration of independence by Kosovo, a 


province of Serbia, will return to their 
posts, the government said. 

Karadzic, a longtime fugitive who 
is charged with genocide by a U.N. 
tribunal sitting in The Hague, had 
been described as a “wartime hero” 
for Serb irredentists. But his capture 
generated more titillation about his 
appearance, quack medical practice 
and alleged mistress than any out- 
rage over his likely handover to an 
international court for his role in 
the 1992-95 war in Bosnia. 

“Nobody cares anymore about 
Karadzic or Mladic,” said Zoran 
Dragisic, a professor of security 
studies at Belgrade University, 
referring also to Ratko Mladic, the 
Bosnian Serb general who is now 
the most infamous suspect from the 
Bosnian war still at large. 

“People want to move on and fix 
all the damage from the past. There 
is a very strong wish to become a 
new member of the EU, and peo- 
ple see it as a pre-condition for

Renovation to plaza 
would improve aeeess 
to D.C.s Union Station 

D.C. officials are planning to ren- 
ovate the plaza in front of Union 
Station, the first in a planned 
series of major changes to the 
101-year-old railroad facility. 

The plaza project, led by the 
D.C. Department of Transpor- 
tation and involving several fed- 
eral agencies, will eliminate a 
fishhook-shaped road that cuts 
through Columbus Plaza. The 
change will restore the plaza to 
its earlier appearance and make 
it easier for pedestrians to reach 
the station from the Capitol and 
other areas, officials said. 

The idea is to have the space “be 


more about a plaza and less about 
trying to walk across nine lines of 
vehicle traffic,” said Thomas Lueb- 


ke, secretary of the U.S. Commis- 
sion of Fine Arts, a federal agency 
that has a voice in the physical 


development of the District. 

The plaza project is part of city 
officials’ plan to make Union Sta- 
tion more efficient and user-friend- 
ly for tourists and people traveling 
to the rapidly developing surround- 
ing neighborhoods. 

Talks are also under way about 
the possibility of moving the Grey- 
hound Lines bus service from First 
Street NE to Union Station. A 
facility to store and rent bicycles 
is scheduled to be built soon on the 
west side of the station. 

The plaza renovation needs final 
approval from the arts commission 
and the National Capital Planning 
Commission. D.C. officials said 
they hope to start in the fall. Lueb- 
ke said he is optimistic the plan will

Ford Looks to Europe for Answers

Automaker to bring 
6 fuel-efficient cars 
to the United States 

DEARBORN, MICH. | Bleeding cash 
and with its very survival uncer- 
tain, Ford Motor Co., an icon of 
American automaking, will try to 
import some of its success from 
across the Atlantic. 

Ford reported its worst-ev- 
er quarterly loss Thursday and 
announced plans to bring over six 
small, fuel-efficient cars it makes in 
Europe and start sell them in North 
America, where Ford is losing bil- 
lions on its truck-heavy lineup. 

The company burned through 
nearly $11 billion of its cash stockpile 
in the past year and reported a sec- 
ond-quarter loss of $8.7 billion. 

Ford is trying to save itself by 


quickly morphing from a truck 
company into a car company. But 
the help from Europe won’t arrive 


until 2010: It takes time to retool 
U.S. plants, and importing the cars 
directly is too costly. 


Industry watchers wonder 
whether Ford has enough cash to 
survive until then. 

“You have the gap before the 
plan can be fully executed,” said 
Jeff Schuster, executive director 
of global forecasting for J.D. Power 
and Associates. 

Ford has successfully sold cars 
in Europe for years, and it made 
billions of dollars selling trucks 
to Americans. But U.S. drivers 
have recoiled this year from high 
gas prices and bolted for small- 
er cars. 

Past efforts by U.S. automak- 
ers to bring in European cars have 
flopped, but Ford CEO Alan Mulally 
said the U.S. market as vastly dif- 
ferent today. 

“They want the vehicles to be 
neat and have a lot of features,” 
Mulally said, (ap) 


Approval of XM, 
Sirius Merger 
Seems Imminent 

WASHINGTON I Approval of a merg- 
er of the nation’s only two satellite 
radio companies was imminent 
Thursday after the pair agreed to 
pay $19.7 million to settle charges 
they violated federal rules. 

Sirius Satellite Radio Inc.’s pro- 
posed $3.6 billion buyout of rival 
XM Satellite Radio Holdings Inc. 
has been before the Federal Com- 
munications Commission for 16 
months. The five-member com- 
mission is deadlocked at 2-2, but 
Republican Deborah Taylor Tate is 
expected to cast the deciding vote 
approving the deal. 

“This was an issue that Commis- 
sioner Tate thought was important 
for us to deal with prior to her sup- 
porting the merger,” FCC Chairman 
Kevin Martin said Thursday, (ap)

WHAT IS THE WEST COAST OFFENSE? 

The West Coast offense, which has many variations, is a pass-first scheme 
meant to spread the opponent’s defense: 

The theory is that once the defense is spread, the offense will have open 
lanes for running plays, gaining yardage after the catch, and the occasion- 
al deep strike. Thefrequency of the short passes means the quarterback 
often has little room for error when he throws. That’s why Washington 
loaded upon big targets in the draft, taking receivers Devin Thomas, 
Malcolm Kelly and tightend Fred Davis — all of which are6-foot-1 ortaller. 
Good pass-catching backs — likethe Redskins’ Ladell Betts — often thrive 
in West Coast offenses because ofthe short passing game.

CGL Helps Players Shine 


Summer collegiate 
baseball league can be 
a gateway to pro ball 

BASEBALL I Every year around this 
time, when nothing is more wel- 
come than a cool breeze to break 
up the humidity, Chris Burr putts 
on the cap he’s worn for almost a 
decade and heads out to coach in the 
Clark C. Griffith Collegiate League 
(CGL), a D.C.-area wood-bat sum- 
mer baseball league, which begins 
its annual end-of-the-season Jacobs 
Cup Tournament on Monday. 

“I can’t imagine doing much else 
during the hot summer days,” said 
Burr, 38, who, for the past 11 years, 
has coached the Vienna Senators in 
the CGL. “I’ve been a baseball player 


or a coach for the majority of my life, 
and it’s been something that’s a part 
of me. It’s this intrinsic appreciation 
for the game that we’re trying to com- 
municate to the young players.” 

The young players Burr is talking 
about all have remaining college eli- 
gibility and come to the CGL from 
all over the nation and the world to 
play in a 44 -game season. 

Like the more widely known 
Cape Cod League, the CGL provides 
college players exposure to profes- 
sional teams. Entering the 2008 
season, more than 50 CGL alum- 
ni have reached the major leagues, 
including Atlanta Braves first base- 
man Mark Teixeira and Boston Red 
Sox closer Jon Papelbon. 

Mason Griffin, 23, came to the 
Senators three years ago. Now a

senior in college, he says he has 
aspirations of playing profession- 
al baseball. This summer, he had 
a 2.23 ERA in three appearances 
through July 22. His name hasn’t 
been called in the MLB draft yet, 
but he hopes that playing in the CGL 
again will help get him noticed. 


Burr’s Senators, who were 
ranked as the top collegiate sum- 
mer team in the country by Perfect 
Game Crosschecker as recently as 
July 3 clinched their tenth CGL 
title. The CGL playoffs start Mon- 
day, and Vienna will compete in 
the National Baseball Congress 
World Series Aug. 1 to 15 in Wich- 
ita, Kan. 

“We started off doing a program 
that was based on preparing good 
college players for professional base- 
ball,” said Burr, who played in the 
Texas Rangers’ organization and 
runs an automotive facility, “and 
it has developed into a culture of

Army Won’t Let

NFL I Caleb Campbell said he was 
upset when the Army told him he 
wouldn’t be able to play for the 
Detroit Lions this season. 

“Oh, yeah, I cried, because I 
wanted a shot,” Campbell, a seventh- 
round draft pick of the Lions, told 
the Oakland Press of Pontiac.

Belichick says his team 
began preparing 1 day 
after Super Bowl loss 

NFL I The New England Patriots 
signed first-round draft pick Jerod 
Mayo on Thursday, bringing their 
last unsigned selection into the 
fold as the defending AFC cham- 
pions opened training camp and 
began their quest to put last season’s 
imperfect season behind them. 

A linebacker who was the 10th 
overall selection in this year’s draft, 
Mayo’s deal was wrapped up in the 
morning as his teammates embarked 
on their first practice, and he was 
expected to be in the field house for 
the evening workout. 

Less than six months after the 
Patriots’ bid for a perfect season 
— and a fourth Super Bowl title

But that doesn’t help soothe 
the pit in his stomach when he 
watches it. 

“When you see the game, you 
think about how you felt after the 
game,” he said. “You can’t change it 
at all — you really can’t — as hard as 
you might want to, you can’t.”

The coach and his players were 
already in harmony when address- 
ing the 18-1 season, parroting the 
philosophy that they just needed 
to get better with each practice 
and each day.

C YC L I N G I Cycling’s image is in tat- 
ters, and authorities inside and out- 
side the sport are being tougher than 
ever on doping. Yet it hasn’t stopped 
the drug cheaters at the Tour de 
France, which ends Sunday. 

Beyond ethics, it would seem 
to defy common sense for cyclists 
to break the rules in the middle of 
such a crackdown. 

The lure of fame and fortune — 
embodied in the yellow jersey — are 
amazingly powerful, of course. But 
doping and cycling experts also say 
the cheating goes on because of a gen- 
eral disdain among riders and teams 
for the drug-testing process. 

“They think they can get away 
with it,” said Dr. Ramsus Dams-

gaard, a leading Danish doping 
expert. “Whenever anybody pres- 
ents them with a new substance, 
they feel comfortable using it.”

France has enacted a law that makes 
possession of doping products ille- 
gal. The country’s anti-doping agen- 
cy — not the International Cycling 
Union, as in years past — is conduct- 
ing checks at the Tour. The agency’s 
chaperones escort eight riders to dop- 
ing controls after every stage. 

The riders who tested positive 
“thought the tests wouldn’t be rig- 
orous. They got it wrong,” agency 
chief Pierre Bordry said. “I didn’t 
think they’d be so clumsy. What 
surprised them is that we did what 
we said we would.” 

The temptation of EPO, cycling’s 
designer drug, can be enormous. 

“The fact is that the products 
today work well: EPO can increase 
the body’s ability to absorb oxygen 
by 10 to 15 percent,” said Alain Gro- 
slambert, a sports psychologist for the 
French Cycling Federation. 

But it’s not without risks. “When 
we tell young athletes aged 22, 23 or 
24 that they are putting their health 
in danger [by using performance 
enhancers], they laugh,” Groslam-

New ‘X-Files’ film 
doesn’t do Mulder 
and Scully justice 

REHASH I The makers of the new 
“X-Files” movie have done them- 
selves a disservice in coming up with 
the elongated title, “The X-Files: 
I Want to Believe.” Really, it just 
invites a whole bunch of bad jokes, 
which are justified. 


It’s easy to imagine how one 
might go: I want to believe anoth- 
er “X-Files” movie is necessary 10 
years after the first one came out 
and six years after the pioneering 
sci-fi series went off the air. 

Well, David Duchovny and Gil- 
lian Anderson do slip comfort- 
ably back into the roles that made 
them superstars in the 1990s, but 
the movie itself from director and 
“X-Files” series creator Chris Carter 


never feels like anything more than 
an extended episode. It lacks the 
complexity and scope required to 
rise to a theatrical level; it doesn’t 
challenge us in any new or excit- 
ing ways. The big mystery? Just a 
rehashed urban legend. 

In writing the script. Carter and 
collaborator Frank Spotnitz have 
come up with a stand-alone story, 
one that doesn’t require expertise 
in “X-Files” minutiae to follow. 


although they’ve also left some nug- 
gets for loyal fans along the way. 

These days, former FBI agent 
Fox Mulder spends all his time hid- 
ing in his office at home, clipping 
articles about the same kinds of 
unexplained phenomena he used 
to investigate and obsessing about. 
Meanwhile, the no-nonsense Dana 
Scully, the doctor he was paired 
with, is practicing at a hospital. 
(The appropriately named Our Lady 
of Sorrows.) But when FBI agents 
Whitney (a severely thin Amanda 
Feet) and Drummy (rapper Alvin 
“Xzibit” Joiner) approach her about 
finding Mulder to help them track 
down a missing colleague, she gets 
dragged back into the fray, too. Billy 
Connolly co-stars as a fallen priest 
who may be experiencing psychic 
visions; he and Anderson, as the 
ever-doubtful Scully, have a couple 
of intense exchanges. 

But you immediately know it’s 
of no use when Scully says to Mul- 
der: “I’m done chasing monsters 
in the dark.” And that’s one of the 
few compelling parts of “I Want 
to Believe” — the fact that these 
two are once more searching for 
answers, together, bickering along 
the way. Duchovny can still whip out 
a wicked one-liner. Anderson still 
brings grace and gravitas. 

Their work on “The X-Files” 
turns out to have been the best 
of both actors’ careers, and it is a 
pleasure to see them again. Too bad 
Carter and co. couldn’t come up 
with a film that rises to the 
occasion, christy lemire (ap) 


‘Step’ in the Wrong Direction 


Ferrell and Reilly go

FORMULAIC I The title is “Step Broth- 
ers.” But Will Ferrell and John C.

THE DARK KNIGHT (PG-13, 152 minutes) 
Heath Ledger’s performance is a subtle, 
nuanced piece of acting so powerful it 
banishes all memories of the handsome 
Aussie behind it. He’s supple of body and 
expressive with only his eyes, and his 
voice has undulations of irony and mock- 
ery and psychopathology. But when the 
Joker is absent, thefilm loses most of its 
energy and becomes nothing buta pret- 


ty-boy face-off between Christian Bale 
(Batman) and Aaron Eckhart. Maggie 
Gyllenhaal as Batman’s lost heart, 
Rebecca Dawes, is perhaps too ironic 
for the Batman world; with those per- 
petually knowing eyes suggesting that 
she always gets it, she doesn’t really 
fit. The effects and stunts arefirst-rate, 
althoughforbig bangs, theopening bank 


robbery is probably the most powerfully 
done. Though Batty and Laugherdo go 
at it, the bigfight is not nearly as mythic 
as itshould have been, givingthe movie 
an ending that feels more anti- than cli- 
mactic. (SH) 

HANCOCK (PG-13, 82 minutes) Will Smith 
plays a superhero assisted in the mirac- 
ulous by cutting-edge special effects 


and by the specialest effect of them all, 
CharlizeTheron. It begins with Hancock 
awaking on a park bench in Los Angeles, 
another grizzled, soused, unwashed 
member of that city’s homeless. Then 
he shoots skyward like an Atlas headed 
for Moscow. Quickly he diverts to a law 
enforcement crisis, a running gunfight 
on the freeway. He saves the day with a 


drunk’s finesse, and rather than being 
feted, he reconfirms that Angelenos 
have tired of his man-of-steel thing, so 
hequicklyfinds relief in alcohol and the 
nearest park bench. So what is a despised 
superhero to do? Hirea PR man (Jason 
Bateman). It’s kind of amusing, butthen 
the movie takes quite possibly the strang- 
est turn in movie history. It changes 
course, tone, concern and story issue, 
and never recovers, (sh) 

HELLBOY II: THE GOLDEN ARMY (PG-13, 
110 minutes) Fans will be gratified by 
Guillermo del Toro’s affectionate sequel 
to his film “Hellboy,” in which he intro- 
duced the screen’s most lovable anti- 
superhero, a giant the color of boiled 
lobster with Chiclet teeth and a really 
bad attitude. The great Ron Perlman is 
back as the cigar-smoking, chocolate- 
addicted lug, who again is joined in his 
exploits by hisequallyfunny and flawed 
cohorts: the gentle, blue-gilled Abe 
Sapien and Liz Sherman (Selma Blair), 
now Hellboy’s girlfriend and still prone 
to literallyfiery outbursts. Theenterprise 
reeks of authenticity and isshotthrough 
with thefranchise’s signature goofiness, 
sarcasm and good heart. As he has done 
in all his movies, del Toro creates unfor- 
gettable images, filled with color, texture, 
lyricism and horror, (ah) 

JOURNEY TO THE CENTER OF THE EARTH 
(PG, 92 minutes) The latest iteration of 
the Jules Verneclassic uses modern cin- 
ematictechnology with verveand ingenu- 
ity. College geologist Trevor Anderson 
(Brendan Fraser) and his 13-year-old 
nephew, Sean (Josh Hutcherson), find

No Need to Revisit 

“BRIDESHEAD REVISITED” IS AN UNIMPEACHABLE YET ultimately unmoving adaptation of Evelyn Waugh’s 
classic novel about social ambition, religious conflict and doomed love. There’s nothing wrong with 
director Julian Jarrold’s film: The cast is fine, the production values solid. Everything is meticulous- 
ly appointed in the traditional high style of a Merchant-Ivory period piece. It’s all beautiful — but 
bland. The whole endeavor just rings a bit hollow, especially condensed to two hours, compared to 
the epic 11-episode miniseries from 1981. Purists will be pleased, though, to see that Castle How- 
ard, the setting for the beloved Granada Television miniseries, again plays the part of Brideshead. 
The filmmakers said they couldn’t find any other place that was quite so oppressive and grand. It is 
indeed a nice place to visit — or revisit — but you wouldn’t want to live there, christy lemire (ap)

Perky 9-year-old 
Kit (Abigail Breslin) is trying to “break 
into print” at the downtown Cincinnati 
Register. We watch as the Depression 
erodes the sanctity ofthe Kittredges’ mid- 


dle-class security. Dad (Chris O’Donnell) 
loses his car dealership and can’t find 
work; gradually, thefamily makes thedeci- 
siontotakein boarders, and Dad hits the 
road. In what seems like 10 minutes Mom 
(Julia Ormond) and the kid are sharing 
the abode with zanies, wackos and cra- 
zies! The movie deserves some kind of 
award for obviousness as it telegraphs 
every development, traffics in stereo- 
types and cliches, and merrily appends 
21st-century political correctness onto 
the 20th century’s hardest and grimiest 
decade. Thetweener girisforwhom it is 
aimed deserve better, (sh) 

KUNG FU PANDA (PG, 90 minutes) At a 
brisk and appropriate 88 minutes, this 
computer-animated DreamWorks film 
is infectious and inspiring. Jack Blackas 
panda Po and is the vocal embodiment 
ofthe lazy dreamer. Dustin Hoffman is 
terrific as martial arts master Shifu, who 
is alternately wise, worldly, irritated and 
mournful over the traitorous defection 
to the dark side of his once prize pupil 
Tai Lung (Ian McShane).

Exercise programs 
let grown-ups relive 
the days of P.E. class 

When “spastic ball” starts, it’s 
better to duck first and ask ques- 
tions later. 

This is Old School P.E., a two- 
hour exercise program strictly for 
adults, built around grown-up 
versions of gym class staples. Par- 
ticipants say getting in shape is a 
bonus to the main attraction — a 
Friday night out with friends, away 
from the kids.

“From the very beginning, we 
decided on a very small set of rules 
because we didn’t want it to get 
that league’ kind of feel,” said co- 
founder Mike Pettinicchio. “You 
want to go out, have some fun, be 
a little competitive, but we all have 
lives. There are not going to be any 
scouts in the stands.” 

In fact, there aren’t any stands 
or bleachers in the Newport Rec- 
reation Center, just a narrow bench 
inches from the action. So, when a 
game of floor hockey or spastic ball 
(think soccer mixed with basket- 
ball) gets going, spectators must 
be ready to jump out of the way of 
a flying stick or ball. 

The rules are simple: Spouses 
or significant others must play on 
opposing teams. Keeping score is 
prohibited. The commissioner — 
a new one is chosen each night — 


decides which games are played 
and can alter them. 

Following the success of grown- 
up dodgeball and kickball leagues, 
classes like Newport’s Old School 
P.E. or Urban Recess in Portland, 
Ore., are a way to enjoy childhood 
activities without all the rules. 

Newport Recreation director 
P. J. Lovely, who has been asked to 
speak about the program at a state 
conference for recreation officials, 
says he often has to turn people 
away when a new eight-week ses- 
sion starts because the gym is too 
small to accommodate more than 
about two dozen people. 

“We’re almost a victim of our 
own success right now,” he said. 

During the most recent gather- 
ing, participants started with a quick 
warm up session (four sit-ups, three 
push-ups, two jumping jacks) fol- 
lowed by three games: floor hockey, 
spastic ball and Ultimate Frisbee. 
They moved outside for the last activ-

ity, stretching out across the pictur- 
esque town common for a men-ver- 
sus-women competition. 

“It’s a way to keep a little bit 
active, because that’s always hard 
to fit into our schedules as full-time 
parents and full-time workers,” said 
Deb Gardner of Croydon, N.H. But 
she also appreciates the chance to 
meet new people in a welcoming 
environment. 

“It’s not really competitive,” she 
said. “The guys will act kind of seri- 


ous, but we really just joke and have 
a good time all night and pick on 
each other and laugh.” 

Ethel Frese, a professor of physi- 
cal therapy at Saint Louis University 
and board-certified cardiovascular 
and pulmonary specialist, said Old 
School RE. fits into a trend toward 
fitness programs that move beyond 
the traditional bike or treadmill by 
emphasizing entertainment. 

“The nice thing about doing a 
group activity is that you get the 


social interaction, which is also 
part of general health,” she said, 
noting research that shows peo- 
ple with lots of friends and strong 
social networks living longer. “I do 
think there is a huge social benefit 
of exercise.” 

Any activity that gets people 
moving is good, Frese said. And the 
variety offered by different games 
keeps the workout from getting 
stale, she said. 

Karin Schmidt has seen that 


firsthand in the Urban Recess fit- 
ness classes she runs in Portland. 
Activities like relay races, tag or 
even duck-duck-goose all are forms 
of efficient interval training that 
allow participants to stay within a 
target heart rate throughout their 
entire workout, she said. 

“You get sort of distracted from 
the fact that you’re actually work- 
ing out,” she said. “And I’ve seen 
some women get pretty ripped in 
six weeks.” holly ramer (ap)

live without certain colors or fab- 
rics. Others wanted to come home 
to a place that is more soft and 
neutral. 

Where do you think they find deco- 
rating inspiration? 

I think some of them go to the same 
places they get clothing inspiration 
from. For instance, Betsey Johnson’s 
place is very feminine, like her 
dresses. But these are people who 
travel a lot, all over the world, so I 
think they are influenced by lots of 
things. They always have their eyes 
wide open. Loulou de la Falaise told 
me she was influenced by a little 
stone she saw on the ground! 

You went behind closed doors 
with style forces from Diane 
von Furstenberg to Catherine 
Malandrino. Whose pad did you 
like best? 

Rick Owens has a special place in 
a very old area in Paris.

left concrete and wires exposed. I 
like the duality. 

Who had objects or furniture that 
you coveted?

And I liked 
that Christian Louboutin was very 
influenced by Egypt. He has these 
extraordinary, very simple chairs. 

Did you get the impression that fash- 
ion designers change their interiors as 
often as they change their clothes? 

Designers are attached to furniture 
and objects — they’re collectors. At 
home, it’s more that they mix things. 
They add a new color, or they take 
away a piece of furniture. 

What design ideas did you take 
away from this project? 

Anyone who is a designer wants 
to feel well about life. They create 
clothes so people will wear them 
and they’ll be a perfect fit. It’s the 
same thing with a house.

Loft condo units 
provide plenty of 
room but present 
decor challenges 

Once upon a time in the 1960s, 
artists in New York City discovered 
that warehouses, factories and other 
old abandoned buildings made 
an economical housing choice. In 
these former digs of the Industrial 
Revolution, creative types could 
combine work studios with living 
space. Although these urban pioneers 
may have had to forgo separate 
kitchens and nice bathrooms, the 
cheap rent and sheer amount of open 
space were compensation. 

Fast-forward 50 years to today, 
when living in lofts has become a 
hip prospect for urban professionals. 
Unlike New York and other cities, 
though, the D.C. area offers little, 
if any, industrial stock — old paint 
factories, defunct ketchup-bottling 
plants, shipping warehouses — that 
can be converted in to such spaces. 

But that hasn’t deterred 
developers, who in the past five or 
six years have turned old schools 
and churches into condos. New 
loft buildings have also sprung 
up faster than you can say “urban 
hipster.” These cityfied spaces, 
though, present new challenges 
for owners and interior designers 
not accustomed to open, undefined 
space, 10 -foot-high ceilings and 
expansive windows. 

Norman Smith of D.C.-based 
Norman Smith Architecture 
designed one of the first buildings 
with such a vibe in D.C.: Lofts at 
Meridian Hill, built between 2001 
and 2002. Why the increasing 
interest in lofts? Smith says it’s “a 
confluence of factors — a client base 
of young professionals as well as 
some empty nesters, an increasing 
acceptance of modernism, and the 
romantic notion of an artist’s loft 
— that made returning to the city 
and living in it a desirable thing to 
do,” says Smith. He is currently at 
work on a project in the increasingly 
hot H Street neighborhood and sees 
Anacostia as the next most likely 
frontier for development. 


DC Lofts (DCLofts.com), a 
real estate Web site, claims that 
there are more than 160 loft-style 
residences in the District, Maryland 
and Virginia. But not everything 
listed as “loft” or “loft-style” is the 
real McCoy in Smith’s opinion. 
Smith’s definition? A modern. 


open space with no pronounced 
barrier between public and private 
areas, which features exposed duct 
work and exposed surfaces (brick, 
concrete), employs alternative 
materials (cork, steel) and has 
ceilings that are more than eight 
feet tall. 


Most of all, though, says Smith, 
“a loft is a space with an attitude.” 

Carol Felix, a marketing 
consultant to Metropolis 
Development, whose locus of 
buildings is Logan Circle, says that 
the idea of newly constructed lofts 
took off five or six years ago when 


developers saw a need to go beyond 
traditional-style apartment layouts. 
Another impetus: Many historic 
downtown neighborhoods were 
undergoing revitalization. 

“It was appealing to create new 
spaces with elements of raw design 
like exposed brick and poured 
concrete floors,” says Felix. “We 
could marry the romance of the 
lifestyle of starving artist with the 
convenience of a Sub-Zero.”

Jennifer Landgraff, 32, 
a mortgage lender for First 
Financial Services, moved to her 
1,000-square-foot, one-bedroom, 
ll-foot-high-ceiUng condo in the Lofts 
14-1 in Logan Circle in 2005. 

“The space seems bigger because 
of the windows,” says Landgraff. 
(She actually pays someone to clean 
them for her since they’re so hard 
to reach.) While her unit was under 
construction, Landgraff collected 
a few pieces to furnish her new 
place: a dining room table, sofa 
and chair from modern furnishings 
store Ligne Roset (3306 M St. NW; 
202-333-6390). When she moved 
in, she sought design advice from 
Muleh, a contemporary cool home 
furnishings boutique (1831 14th St. 
NW, 202-667-3440), and owner 
Christopher Reiter. 

“D.C. doesn’t have massive lofts, 
so you need to be space- conscious 
when selecting furniture,” Reiter 
says. As an example, Reiter points 
to Kenneth Cobonpue’s new Noodle 
Glass Table ($960, Muleh). “It seems 
smaller than it is, yet it provides 
both a surface for dining and/or 
work with art underneath. It’s a 
functional piece of sculpture.” 

To warm up her space, Reiter 
advised Landgraff to accessorize 
with organic materials like a stool 
made of cork and other accents in 
bamboo. She recently purchased 
Kenneth Cobonpue’s Dragnet 
lounge chair ($3,420, Muleh), an 
egg-shaped mix of upholstery, 
knotted mesh and stainless steel. 

“Loft living can be a challenge for 
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people not used to floor-to-ceiling 
windows,” says Reiter, “but bold 
drapes and a collage of lighting can 
help offset industrial coldness. You 
don’t want to feel as if you’re living 
in a warehouse at night.” Reiter 
likes to hang pairs or trios of lights 
together at varying heights to create 
a spiral effect. “They lead the eye up 
and give you an appreciation for the 
volume of the space,” he says. 

Huge white walls require 
oversize art or something sculptural, 
according to Reiter. Lucky for her, 
Landgraff’s friend, artist Jamie 
Wimberly, gave her several paintings 
to hang on her walls. 

Still, blank space still loomed. 
Original art can be prohibitively 
expensive, but Landgraff found “a 
cool, cheap way” to fill the expanse. 
She bought a small projection 
unit ($300-$400) from Home 
Rule (1807 14th St. NW; 202-797- 
5544) that beams a large clock 
onto the wall next to her dining- 
room table. The projector sits 
on top of the refrigerator and is 
wired to the back of the fridge to

avoid unsightly hanging cords. 
Landgraff says everyone who comes 
to visit is fascinated by her unusual 
timekeeper. 

Landgraff filled her loft with 
locally purchased finds because 
she believes in supporting her 
neighborhood retailers: “I’ve bought 


into the lifestyle — the restaurants, 
the furniture stores, the nearby 
Whole Foods grocery store — even 
my office is just blocks away.” 

Sarah Crispi, 34, a lawyer, and 
her furniture-designer husband, 
Ryan, moved to the Orlovon condos 
on Champlain Street in Adams 


Morgan five years ago. They left a 
750-square-foot apartment 
in Bethesda for the two-level, 
1,250-square-foot loft with 
10 -foot-high ceilings. 

“We were interested in the 
neighborhood and wanted a 
contemporary space,” says Sarah. 


They bought furniture for their 
upstairs living, kitchen and dining 
areas from Contemporaria (3303 
Cady’s Alley NW; 202-338-0193), 
which specializes in high-end Italian 
design. Owner Deborah Kalkstein 
advised them on layout and color

schemes for the spaces. 

Their low-slung Capellini couch 
(their particular model has been 
discontinued, but a similar one sells 
for $12,287, Contemporaria) offers a 
ledge for placing drinks and snacks. 
“It’s perfect for entertaining and gives 
us the most flexibility for moving 
around the area,” says Crispi. 

They also purchased a round 
Minotti ottoman ($2,094, 
Contemporaria) on which they 
can rest trays, and two square 
upholstered stools that can also do 
double duty as tables. Kalkstein 
suggested they keep the palette 
neutral, using orange as an accent 
color on a lamp and coffee table. 

Interior designer Cristina 
DePina of Fairfax says homeowners 
can meet the challenge of a large, 
open space by using furniture to 
create several functioning areas. 
“Bookcases or screens also work 
as dividers,” says DePina. 

“Be creative with artwork; 
look for long, rectangular pieces 
or contemporary sculpture to fill 
the space.” DePina suggests warm

grays and taupes for walls; if you 
use the same color on the ceiling, it 
brings the soaring height down to 
size. “Don’t go too large with a sofa; 
instead, opt for modular furniture 
that you can reconfigure. Room & 
Board (Roomandboard.com) is a 
great source,” says DePina. 

For lighting, she recommends 
hanging a dramatic chandelier 
over a dining room table or a series 
of drum-shaped pendant lights, 
which can often be scored on the 
cheap. “I’ve seen them at Ikea,” 
says DePina. 

Regardless of “what your wallet 
can support” to decorate them, 
lofts will always carry a hip vibe, 
Reiter of Muleh says. “There’s 
that bohemian cachet to lofts,” he 
says. “They’ve always been cool.”

“A lot of people are going to leave 
a TV and just opt for upgrading 
when they move,” says Steve 
Gerber, vice president of production 
for Bogdan Builders, which 
also developed Belmont Vista 
(Belmontvistacondo.com) near 
Adams Morgan. All of the 28 condo 
units at Belmont Vista come with 
flat panels installed either above the 
fireplace or in the living room. 

“It’s gonna have to be bolted to 
the wall, it’s gonna make marks, it’s 
gonna have to be weighted,” says 
Gray. “You can set a giant television 
on a table, but it will dwarf the 
furniture.” 

Bogdan Builders typically hangs 
the high- definition screens above 
fireplaces, which means it also 
incorporates a design feature into 
the mantel to protect the plasma 
television from heat. 

“Subconsciously, the buyer 
thinks: Tf the builder’s attention to 
detail includes that, they’ve probably

In a condo market in which 
hardwood floors, granite countertops 
and stainless steel appliances come 
standard, sellers need something 
dramatic — yet practical — to make 
their properties stand out. 

Welcome to the age of the flat- 
panel fixture, when 42-inch plasma 
televisions are included in the price 
of property. 

High-definition televisions 
typically retail for about $2,000, 
which is “a big chunk of change,” or a 
month’s mortgage, says Kevin Gray, 
a sales associate at Logan Station 


(Loganstationcondos.com). The 
Bogdan Builders property, located 
on R Street in Logan Circle, has 
62 units that come standard with 
42-inch flat-panel televisions. “By 
offering a TV, it’s one less decision 
the purchaser has to make.” 

Suddenly, TVs have become 
selling points and showpieces. It’s 
as if condo owners, who miss out 
on the bragging rights a manicured 
lawn can bring, invest in a game of 
“pimp my entertainment center,” 
tripping out their TV sets with toys 
from a burgeoning decor market. 

Not only do these flat-panel 
televisions give sellers an edge — 
and a trademark — in a competitive 
market, but they also make things 
easier for buyers. The skinny, 
often gigantic sets can be costly to 
mount and destructive to walls. So,

taken care of other details like 
electrical wiring and soundproof 
walls/” Gray says. 

“There’s a little bit of a mind 
play” he says. “If they put in a TV, 
they probably dotted their I’s and 
crossed their T’s.”

Condos with flashy TVs may 
spare buyers extra expenses and 
hassle, but they’re also creating 
new decor necessities. A cottage 
industry has sprung up around 
the movement to replace family 
portraits with futuristic televisions 
as living room focal points. 

Plasma Window ($14.95-$22.95; 
Plasmawindow.com) introduced 
DVDs that loop like computer 
screen savers for the TV. Options 
for those who abhor a blank screen: 
Virtual aquariums, a crackling 
fire or a modern art painting, are 


broadcast in high definition. 

“I bought a plasma TV, installed 
it and realized there was a lack of any 
artwork. It was like an empty picture 
frame on the wall,” says Plasma 
Window creator Chris Gordon, 
a producer for ABC television in Los 
Angeles. “My first idea was for an art 
DVD, where different works would 
play every few minutes. We started 
adding images for relaxation, like 
ocean and waterfall scenes.” 

Gordon, who started the 
company four years ago, is currently 
shooting a virtual window series 
around the globe. He’s using 
high-definition video to capture the 
view from a Paris window of people 
and their shadows passing the Arc 
de Triomphe. The “Cityscapes” DVD 
also will include panoramas from 
windows in London, St. Petersburg, 
Rio de Janiero and other cities 
across South America and Asia. 

“If you have an apartment in 
Washington and you don’t have a 
view, turn your 50-inch television into 
a window,” he says. “It’s different than 
a 20-inch tube TV; you’d hide that in 
an armoire or in the corner. 

“But you wouldn’t hang an 
empty picture frame on the wall,” 
he says.

planting a television in the middle 
of a room — but today’s sleeker 
models look almost like modern 
art themselves.” 

In its summer catalog. Pottery 
Barn Teen introduced the flat 
panel-friendly Stuff-Your-Stuff 
Platform Bed & Plasma Footboard, 
which makes no apologies about its 
television idolatry, either. 

“The television has gone from an 
eyesore to a showpiece,” says Sarah 
Plamondon, a spokeswoman for 
PBteen. “Now it’s a focal point.” 

The footboard, which costs $599 
for a full-size bed and $699 for a 
queen (the platform bed itself goes 
for another $1,099 for the full and 
$1,199 for the queen), lends itself 
to tight studio spaces. It holds a 
37-inch flat-panel TV, conceals 
the cords and swivels for different 
viewing positions throughout the 
room. It can even double as a tool 
for type-A personalities: The back 
side has a cork board for notes and 
a calendar. 

“Everything has a function; 
everything has a purpose,” 
Plamondon says. 

Plamondon said Pottery Barn 
surveyed teens to get a feel for what 
they wanted to add to their rooms. 
The No. 1 request? Incorporate 
the TV. 

“Rooms are everything to teens. 
It’s the one space in the house that 
is all theirs,” Plamondon says. 
“Parents are letting teens have 
more creativity and input in their 
rooms. It’s where they study, sleep 
and have friends over.” 

Pottery Barn expects to 
incorporate more technology 
into future collections, such as a 
proposed nightstand that doubles 
as an iPod or cell phone charging 
station, Plamondon says. 

In the meantime, it seems the 
larger television screens become, 
the more likely the fixtures are to be 
left behind with the front-loading 
washing machines and top-mount 
freezers — the home amenities that 
can make or break a sale — when 
someone moves. 

“People by no means search for 
new condos that include a plasma 
TV; it’s an added perk,” says Gray, 
at Logan Station. “You rarely find 
people who say, T wouldn’t want 
that TV’ or T wouldn’t want HD.’”

Masters of the Market 


Antiques dealers 
have a knack for 
scoring treasures 
at fleas and fairs 

Amy Rutherford owns Red Barn 
Mercantile, a home furnishings 
and accessories store in Old Town 
Alexandria stocked with new 
merchandise and antiques she 
finds, restores and repurposes. The 
style is sophisticated and family- 
friendly. 

“Our antiques are not precious,” 
Rutherford says. “They’re usable.” 


She finds many of these pieces 
by scouting small shops, attending 
auctions and traveling to flea 
market. Typically joining her on 
these excursions is her mother, 
Barbara Esmond. A second- 
generation antiquer, Esmond 
refinished furniture for her mother’s 
antiques store in Tulsa while in high 
school. Today, she refurbishes pieces 
for her daughter’s store. 

Rutherford recently invited me 
to join her and her mom on a day 
trip to the Lucketts Spring Antique 
Market, an annual weekend flea in 
Loudoun County with more than 
100 vendors. As someone who

frequents flea markets, I accepted 
immediately and looked forward 
to tagging along and watching the 
experts in action. 


Before the end of the year, at least 
a half-dozen flea markets will be held 
across the region. But these are not 
ordinary shopping experiences. To 
get the most out of these markets, 
having antiques-spotting skills 
and knowing how to haggle are 
key. And the best way to learn is by 
example: watching the pros use their 
trained eyes to seek out pieces with 
potential and bargain their way to 
the best deals. 

When the gates at Lucketts 
opened at 10 on that cool morning, 
mother and daughter wasted no 
time. They found their first piece 
within minutes, a weathered and 


wobbly warehouse dolly. Esmond 
will eventually clean, restore and 
refinish it, and Rutherford will sell 
it as a coffee table. After a quick 
consult and some haggling with the 
dealer, the dolly was slapped with a 
bright orange sticker: SOLD. 

One of the keys to successful 
flea marketing, Rutherford says, 
is being able to look beyond an 
item’s original use. A chest of 
drawers, for example, could make 
a comely buffet in a small space. 
A stone trough could be used for 
plants or, turned upside down, as 
extra seating. An antique wooden 
ironing board would do well placed 
behind a couch as a console table 
or, as Rutherford herself uses one, 
as a bedside table. 

Other things to consider: how 
much an item will cost and how 
much work it needs. “Be realistic 
about how much time or money

you’re willing to put into the 
project,” Rutherford says. “It’s not 
a bargain if it just sits in the garage 
and never gets used.” 

To get the most 
out of local 
flea markets, 
knowing how 
to haggle 
is key. 

The next piece Rutherford 
spotted was a plain wood podium, 
which she envisioned as a stylish 
side table. But after a closer look, 
she determined the restoration 
would require too much time and 
be too costly, so she decided to pass. 
Esmond disagreed. Moments later, 
the piece was theirs for $50. “Mom’s 
the one doing the work,” Rutherford 
says, “so she has the final veto 
power.” (All told, Rutherford said 
later, the podium had to be stripped, 
sanded, painted and distressed, and 
the bottom was replaced.) 

Rutherford says her favorite 
finds are utilitarian, such as a 


1930s worktable she discovered at 
a previous Lucketts market. “It’s 
unique; it has history and character,” 
she says. “My philosophy is if you 
can buy it old for as much as, or less 
than, something new, then you have 
made a great investment. There’s 
a misconception that antiques are 
fragile, but if they’ve lasted 80 to 
100 years, then you know they’re 
good, sturdy pieces.” 

Rutherford was visibly excited 
about her next find: an industrial- 
size wire basket on a stand with 
wheels. Price: $60. With a simple 
canvas liner inside, she said, it would 
be perfect as a hamper in a laundry 
room, for toy storage in a child’s 
room or placed in a guest room to 
hold pillows, linens and towels. We 
chatted about other possibilities 
while she waited patiently for the 
vendor’s attention. 

But that proved to be a mistake. 

When the vendor finally turned 
to Rutherford, it was too late. The 
basket had been sold just moments 
before. Clearly disappointed, 
Rutherford chalked it up to the 
unspoken rules of the game. 
“All’s fair in flea markets,” she says.

“I wasn’t assertive enough. Lesson 
learned.” 

With the sting of the wire 
basket loss still fresh, Rutherford 
set her sights on the next vendor 
and honied in on something even 
better: a rustic wooden bread cart 
on wheels for $65. It was fantastic, 
and I was momentarily furious 
I hadn’t spotted it first. The find 
was so fabulous, in fact, that the 
letdown of the wire basket mishap 
was instantly forgotten. 

According to Rutherford, the 
possibilities for this piece are 
endless: a bin for recycling (“It’s 
important that we do it, so why 
not do it in style?”), a place to 
store magazines and catalogs, a 
laundry hamper, a toy chest or an 
all-purpose catchall in any room. 
“But,” she says, “I’d love to see this 
in a really modern space. Or in 
a stark white bathroom holding 
towels.”

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obvious affection for the bread cart 
made me wonder: How can she 
bring home so many great pieces 
and not keep any for herself?

Situated on 32 carefully landscaped 
acres just offWisconsin Avenue NW 
in busy Tenleytown, the McLean 
Gardens condominium complex is 
lovely all year, but certain seasons 
highlight its best qualities. 

On hot summer days, the cherry 
and dogwood trees that washed 
the neighborhood with color in 
the spring offer a sweeping canopy 
of welcome shade over the broad 
green lawns. Benches, an ornate 
fountain and several statues enliven 
the manicured streets, contrasting 
with the woodsy trails of Glover- 


Archbold Park that border the 
neighborhood. 

As its name implies, the 
community encourages gardens; 
homeowners apply for individual 
garden plots — no vegetables, please 
— around their buildings. As a result, 
the areas around the entryways are 
personalized and alive. 

If there are no takers, the condo 
association provides landscaping for 
the entry area. “Nice little touches 
like that make it beautiful,” said 
Joan Furlong, an enthusiastic 
resident since 1993. 

An entrepreneur and professional 
gardener, Furlong owns a business 
that specializes in invasive plant 
removal; naturally, her own garden is 
particularly attractive. “We get kudos 
from the neighbors for making our 
courtyard so special,” she said.

Furlong moved to McLean 
Gardens from Dupont Circle after 
hearing from friends that it was a 
great environment for single women 
— in the middle of an urban area, 
yet safe. “When I saw the unit, 
across from the community garden 
with a view of the cathedral, I was 
sold right away,” she said. 

After she married in 2002, 
Furlong and her husband, Stephen 


Tinius, moved to a larger unit. “We 
have always found life here to be so 
comfortable,” she said. “There is a 
real sense of security.” 

Their courtyard is tucked away at 
the back of the community, fostering 
kinship with their neighbors. “Ten 
or 12 of us watched ‘The Sopranos’ 
together every Sunday night over 
potluck dinners.” 

As the treasurer of the McLean 
Gardens Condominium Association, 
Tinius is involved with the 
disbursement of a $4 million 
operating budget from condo fees. 
The money covers the costs of a 
professional management team; 
the landscaping, snow removal and 
trash collection; custodial services 
in common halls; recreational 
facilities; a monthly newsletter; 
and healthy reserves set aside for 


future needs. 

Besides all that, Tinius pointed 
out that the community pool, 
barbecue areas and an elegant 
ballroom at the community center 
all add to the relaxing lifestyle. 

From the outside, the buildings at 
McLean Gardens look like a typical 
garden apartment development, 
but inside it’s a different story. The 
720 units range from 506 to 1,695 
square feet and have wildly varied 
floor plans; there are 27 in all. 
Some are traditional townhouse- 
style duplexes while others are chic 
studios with soaring loft spaces 
and skylights. Some have eat-in 
kitchens and walk-in closets, a few 
have spiral staircases, and all are 
equipped with washers and dryers 
and central air conditioning. 

What is now McLean Gardens 
was part of a 3,000-acre tract 
granted to Col. Thomas Addison 
and James Stoddert in 1695. Over 
the next two centuries, that land 
was subdivided and either passed 
down through families or sold off 
to investors. 

In 1898, wealthy businessman 
and newspaper publisher John 
R. McLean bought 75 acres of 
the land on which to build his 
summer home. McLean, then the 
owner of The Washington Post 
and the Cincinnati Enquirer, had 
numerous other local properties: 
McLean in Fairfax County was a 
stop on his streetcar line that ran 
from downtown Washington to 
the Virginia suburbs in the early 
20th century. 

His lavish home had tennis 
courts, an 18 -hole golf course and 
ornate gardens. It became a meeting 
place for the elite during the early 
1900s, and among the regular 
visitors were presidents Harding 
and Coolidge. 

Eventually, McLean’s grand 
summer home was demolished, 
and in 1942 the federal government 
built inexpensive housing to 
accommodate the flood of 
government workers coming into 
Washington as part of the war 
effort, surrounding the simple 
brick buildings with ample green 
spaces to suggest the look and feel 
of the suburbs. 

After World War II, the buildings 
were offered to the general 
population as rental units. 

More than 700 tenants lived 
there until the 1970s, when plans 
to tear down the complex gave rise

to the McLean Gardens Residents 
Association. After a fierce battle 
that helped create new laws on 
city rent control and condominium 
conversion, the tenants purchased 
the complex in 1979. By 1982, 
McLean Gardens had been fully 
converted into condos. 

“There are some rentals in 
McLean Gardens — maybe 20 
percent — but they are all privately 
owned condominiums that are 
rented out by individual owners,” 
said Barbara Bermpohl, who, with 
her husband and a succession of 
dogs, has lived there for more than 
16 years.

“From my observation, McLean 
Gardens offers the best dollar- 
per-square-foot value of any 
condominium in the city.

“The Delivery Man,” is a hit and has 
him following in the footsteps of 
his father, the author of numerous 
best-sellers. 

McGinniss and his wife, Janine 
Ford, both in their 30s, arrived in 
2004 from Philadelphia and have 
found the neighborhood to be 
extremely friendly. “After time spent 
living in New York, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco, this is the place where 
we have interacted with people the 
most,” McGinniss said. 

Ford agreed, adding, “We will 
definitely be here for awhile. It’s not 
super-cheap to live here, but we’ve 
got a good amount of space.” 

Their year-old son, Julien, and 
playful yellow Labrador, Vegas, 
get the whole family outside for 
informal play dates with other dogs 
and children. 

“Fortunately, there are a lot of 
dog people here, although we try to 
be friendly to the non-dog people, 
too,” Ford said jokingly. Condo 
rules allow residents one dog of 
any size per unit, or two cats, or a 
dog and a cat.

Lowballing home 
prices is a gamble, 
but it could help 
buyers land a deal 

In the year and a half that Ann 
Page has struggled to sell her 
five-bedroom McLean home, she 
has received an array of lackluster 
offers that fell below her original 
$2,499 million price tag. 

None was as exasperating as 
when a businessman from Dubai 
offered $1 million less than the 
asking price. “I just thought it was 
ridiculous,” said Page, a commercial 
real estate agent. 

Falling home prices have 
unleashed bargain hunters offering 
to pay well below the price listed by 
sellers. These bidders see a chance to 
pay afair price after years of spiraling 
home values. But sellers might view 
those offers as insulting if they are 
convinced of their homes’ value. 

As a bond investor. Matt Watson, 
26, said he found the lowballing 
strategy naturally appealing when 
he began searching for a home. 

“The way you make money on 
bonds is by buying it for a low price 
and making money on the yield. It 


is the essence of lowballing — buy 
low, sell high,” Watson said. 

The trick to a successful lowball 
offer may be in the presentation. 
“The way to phrase it is: ‘We really

love the house, but we couldn’t 
afford it at that price. This is what 
we could afford. We know it’s way 
below what you’re asking, but would 
you consider it?”’ said Carol M. 
Frohlinger, a negotiation expert 
based in New York. 

Agent Daniel Odio encourages 
clients to make aggressive offers 
for several properties in quick 
succession, looking for a seller who 
will negotiate. “You never know how 
a seller is going to react to an offer 
until it’s in front of them,” said Odio, 
founder of DROdio Real Estate 
in Alexandria. “Listing prices are 
fictional, especially in this market.”
